Battleships damaged in the rag- 
ing typhoon some 900 miles north- 
west of Okinawa were the Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana and Alabama. The

| the light carriers San Jacinto and 
| Belleau Wood, the escort carrier 
Bougainville, the destroyers John 
Rodgers and Blue, three other 
cruisers and seven destroyers.

Casualties in War Up to May 31 | 


LONDON, July 13.— (Reu-.. 
ters)—Total casualties to all | 


ranks of the British Com-| 
monwealth and Empire forces | 
during the 554 years of war 
to May 31 last, were 1,427,634, 
it was announced last night. 

Exclusive of civilian casualties 
and casualties to merchant sea- 
men and members of the home 
guard, the total was 1,233,796. 

The Canadian casualty total was 
101,008, made up of 36,018 killed; 
2.866 missing; 53,073 wounded and 
9,051 prisoners of war. Those listed 
as killed do not include personnel 
who died from natural causes 
CANADIAN FIGURES 


(Defence headquarters in Ottawa 
announced June 27 that the Cana- 
dian army, navy and air force suf- 
fered 102,954 casualties up to May 
31, including 37,964 dead and 2,866 
missing. The death total included

In sorting out the criminals respons- 
ible for Nazi outrages, clearly a special 
category has to be assigned to doctors 
and scientists who used prisoners in the 
concentration camps as human “Guinea 
pigs” on whom to try experiments in new 
methods of torture and murder.

'Can Contribute Greatly to 
| Success of Dominion. 


Provincial Conference 
By GRANT DEXTER 
| As the leader of the opposition 
| and head of the Conservative party, 
Mr. Bracken is in a position to con- 
tribute greatly to the success of the 
forthcoming Dominion - provincial 
conference, If Mr. Bracken were to 
| declare that as opposition leader he 


would back the government in seek- 
ing to solve the constitutional prob- 
lem, as vigorously as he did as 
premier of Manitoba, the effect 


might well be decisive. The govern- | 


| ment would then be assured of over- 

whelming support in parliament and 
could go forward with the know!l- 
edge that Dominion-provincial rela- 
tions would not become a federal 
political issue 

Failing such a statement, Mr. 
Bracken's position cannot be re- 
garded as otherwise than in doubt. 
His record establishes the fact that 
he is a master of this problem. 
Prior to becoming the Conservative 
leader he was the acknowledged 
leader of the less-favored of the 
provinces. As such he was a tower 
of strength at the side of Mr, King 
and Mr. Ilsley at the Dominion- 
provincial conference of January, 
1941. But after December, 1942, 
when he became the Conservative 
leader, he ceased to show the same 
degree of concern in this matter. 
First by neglect and then by a posi- 
tive statement in August, 1944, he 
indicated not only a lack of sym- 
pathy with the provinces whose 
cause he had previously champion- 
ed, but a disposition to swing over 
to opposite point of view. 

* * - 

The Mr. Bracken who publicly 
consecrated his life as a public man 
to this great cause when premier of 
Manitoba, became a Conservative 
chieftain who could readily under- 
stand and sympathize with the very 
provinces that, in 1941, had wrecked 
his fondest hopes Kh is always 
possible, of course, that Mr. Brack- 
en may revert to his former posi- 
tion. And with this in mind. a brief 
survey of his record is desirable 

During the depression of the 
1930's, Mr. Bracken, then premier 
of Manitoba, became seized of the 
importance of bringing about an 
adjustment in Dominion-provincia! 
relations. From the time of the 
appointment of the Rowell-Sirois 
royal commission unti! 1942 when 
he entered federal politics, he talk- 
ed about little else. There are not 
more half-dozen speeches

Mr. Bracken placed himself in a 
position of leadership of the less- 
favored provinces oy demanding 
that the Dominion government act 
on the report. On August 23, 1940, 
he wrote in this sense to Mr. King. 
On October 18, 1940, he wrote again, 
“It is essential to implement this 
report at the earliest moment that 
it is practical to do s0.” 

Mr. Bracken, no doubt, was in 
part responsible for the decision of 
the Ottawa government to call a 
Dominion-provincial conference to 
consider the report on January 14, 
1941. - The conference, it will be 
recalled, failed after two days of 
stormy, acrimonious discussion. 
The wreckers were Mr. Hepburn 
of Ontario, Mr. Pattullo of British 
Columbia, and Mr. Aberhart of 
Alberta. Mr. Bracken denounced 
all three in unmeasured terms 

In the fight for the report, two 
men stood out. They were Mr 
Ilsley and Mr. Bracken. Both were 
masters of the subject and it would 
be difficult to say which of the two 
was the more ‘effective. As the 
Hansard of the conference shows 
both fought to the finish. Mr 
Bracken made three speeches 
There were no aspects of the pro- 
blem with which he was not fully 
conversant; no answers he did not 
know.

ernment to continue to impose a 
| larger proportionate burden of 
regressive taxes, which bear more 
heavily upon persons of low and 
moderate incomes, than it does of 
progressive taxes which bear 
more heavily upon the wealthy. 
If the Dominion government 
takes out a prior, and incidentally 
justifiable claim upon three of 
the most important provincial

Sometimes the non-fraternization 
poliey reaches a completely self- 
defeating lack of dignity on our 
part. One Sunday afternoon some 
soldiers were bathing in a Bavarian 
lake which was also filled with 
young Germans, when MP's, in 
motor-boats and one in a low-lying 
airplane, zoomed around the lake, 
bellowing through megaphones: 
“Keep away from those Germans ad

boys. It was an open advertisement 
that we have to employ rough meth-

The fact is, our soldiers don't like 
the Germans, with those notable 
exceptions that occur in all human 
relationships. They sometimes hate 
them to the extent that a completely 
uncontrolled policy would lead to 
straight murder. Any German get- 
ting fresh with them is likely to 
have a hard time.

Unlike some other navies, e.g., the 
German and Italian, the British 
naval units must be ready to serve 
et short notice in any part of the 
world.

The 
new fleet train renders the British 
Pacific fleet able to remain at sea 
as long as operations demand.

the war against Japan with al] her 
strength and resources to the very 
end. Accordingly we offered to the 
United States a fine modern British 
fleet, we asked that it should be em- 
ployed in major operations against 
Japan. This offer was at once cor- 
dially accepted.” Since Churchill 
spoke, announcements have been 
made of the launching of Britain's 
latest and greatest warship, the 
“Vanguerd,” which is described as 
destined “to sail in tropical waters 
against any enemy we particularly

Hot Weather Tip 
Refrigerated Chair Ensures 


Comfort When 


Mercury Soars

NEW ORLEANS, July 1 


3.—(AP)—Here’s a new hot 


weather hint: A chair that cools people who sit in it. 


The chair is in @ laboratory at + 
the Tulane University School of 
Medicine. It is made of metal, 
shoulder-blede high in the back, 
and cool water flows continually 
through its back and seat. 


Many persons have sat in this 
chair while the room temperature 
was 105 and humidity very high, 
and remained comfortable for 
three hours at a stretch. In moist 
heat so extreme that those super- 
intending the experiments can re- 
main only a few minutes without 
extreme discomfort, the chair sit- 
ters do not have a speeded pulse 
nor breathe differently, as com- 
monly happens in great heat 

These Tulane experiences, part 
of a study of how heat and water 
escape through the skin and in the 
breath. are conducted by Dr. Geo. 
E. Burch and Dr. Travis Winsor 
of the medical school, with finan- 
cial aid frum the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation and the Helis Institute fund 
for medical research.

This evaporation is not sweat 
It does not come from the sweat 
glands, but diffuses directly 
through the skin continually. This 
invisible water loss is one of the 
main ways by which a person 
keeps comfortable in summer 
heat waves. Visible perspiration 
is emergency cooling. 

This water loss for a man or 
woman totals about two pints or 
two pounds in 24 hours About 
half of this is exhaled in the 
breath 

The breath water, however, car- 
ries away only a little more than 
10 per cent of the body's heat on a 
hot day. If the temperature is ex- 
cessive the breath doesn’t do even 
a 10 per cent job of cooling 
SKIN REFRIGERATION 

The body's main refrigerator in 
torrid weather is the skin. The 
tulane experiments indicate that 
the principal part of this skin cool- 
ing is regulated by the very top 
layer, the dead cuticle tissue cells 
that cover the skin 

This top layer lets water diffuse 
outward to do some cooling, and at 
the same time it protects people 
from withering like dried leaves

Personal Health Service

THE NEGLECTED TEETH OF 
THE UPPER CLASSES 


In no other department of health 
or hygiene has so much been said 
and so little progress made in the 
past 45 years as in dental h:giene 

According to Kugelmass, New 
York pediatrist, in most cases of 
children with low calcium intake 
the problem is more one of increas- 
ing absorption or assimilation than 
one of increasing the amount of cal- 
cium in the diet. That means grow- 
ing children generally get insuffi- 
cient vitamin D, which is essential 
for normal absorption, assimila- 
tion and retention of calcium (and 
phosphorus) in the body 

In a study of 162 children from 
two to 17 years ol was found 
that the group receiving extra vita- 
min D had less than half as many 
cavities as the group receiving no 
extra vitamin D (other than the 
little they may have gotten in but- 
fer, cream, egg yolk, salmon 

Today the same as 30 or 40 years 
ago, some dentists dismiss all ap- 
peals for better nutrition with the 
shopworn observation that of 
course we refined people nowadays 
can’t eat the coarse foods our early 
ancestors or present day savages 
eat, and we must depend on 
toothbrush massage give the 
teeth and gums the exercise they 
would get masticating coarse foods, 
etc 

In s€ason and out I urge that all 
Rrowing children should receive a 
daily ration of vitamin D and vita- 
min B-complex to supplemant their

The only 
reason the youngster needs it in 
this form is because his or her food 
fails to supply it—wvor, in the in- 
stance of vitamin D, because the 
youngster is not sufficiently ex- 
posed to sunshine or skyshine ex- 
cept perhaps in mid-summer 

It is noticeable that a great many 
people who purport to be intellig- 
ent if not highly educated and well- 
to-do have very poor teeth or nu- 
merous teeth missing. In their mis- 
guided zeal to preserve their teeth 
by brushing they convince them- 
selves that they can get by without 
the services of the dentist 

I merely ask why, oh, why do 
such people take such a squeamish 
attitude in reference to brushing 
the teeth and at the same time limp 
along with from one to a dozen 
teeth missing—like tramps? Is it 
because somebody has cruelly de- 
ceived them about the saving of the 
teeth, and now they no longer care? 
Anyway there are a lot of people in 
the upper classes whose dental 
equipment is a disgrace. One might 
infer that dentistry is not available 
to such unfortunates.
